Children chant 
“We want IsraeP’ .

METULLA (AP). — Forty Lebanese 
Christian children sat on the border 
road yesterday, chanted “We want 
Israel,’’ and held up a UN 
Peacekeeping force. 

‘The convoy of 30 UN trucks, carry- 
ing Iranian troops and Irish officers, 
was to be the second detachment of 
international troops to enter the 
southern Lebanon zone which Israel 
invaded. But the children, coached 
by Lebanese Christian militiamen, 
delayed the convoy for an hour. 

‘The incident happened at a border- 
crosaing point southwest of here. A 
few mimites earlier, the same crowd 


had blocked a group of cara driven 
by. journalists wanting to enter 
Lebanon. 


The children had been trucked to 
the inconspicuous point and 
made.a dramatic appearance just as 
the UN convoy started to wind 
through hairpin curves on the 
Lebanese side of the border. The 
children leaped out of the truck and 
ran to block the road. 

“Bidna Isratl,” (We want Israely 
they trilled, making the Christians’ 
point that the UN may not be able to 
protect them if it takes over from the 
Israel Army in southern Lebanon. 

The UN troops sat silently as the 
children swarmed around the lead 
trucks. Finally an Israeli officer 
arrived and persuaded the leader of 


. the Lebanese Christian soldiers on 


the scene to end the demonstration 
and allow the UN troops to move to 
their posts. 

“The Israel Army is responsible 
for your safety," the Israeli told the 
leader of the UN troops. “A 
Lebanese officer will escort you 
through this district, but I advise you 
not to talk to them or argue with 
them. And remember, the Israel 
Army is ensuring your safe passage 
to your post.” 

Delayed again by mechanical 
troubles in the long convoy, the 
trucks finally began moving in late 
afternoon to Ghandouriye, near the 
Litani River. :

Jerusalem Poat Statt 
METULLA. -— Lebanese Christian 
militiamen fired shots over the 
heads of Iranian troops of the UN 
force moving into southern Lebanon 
“vesterday, UN officials said. 

The officials said the shooting 
broke out while Lranian troops, who 
crossed the border on Wednesday, 
were trying to set up δ post at the 
Akiya bridge over the Litani River. 
There were no casualties, 

Iranian reinforcements arriving in 
the area yesterday found their way 
to the Litani blocked by Christian 
Phalangist tanks drawn across the 
road; Israeli officers persuaded the 
Phalangists to move the tanks and 
let the Iranians through. UN officials 
said the Akiya post, some three km. 
north of the small town of Ghan- 
douriye, was set up successfully. 

The Christiana have objected 
strongly to the posting of UN forces 
in southern Lebanon to replace the 
Israeli troops who last week moved 
in to stamp out Palestinian Arab 
terrorist activity. 

Eyewitnesses said that Christian 
villagers just across the border from 
Metulla shouted 1 isragn curs 
moving back acrnéa the border and 
urged them to stay. The soldiers 
were believed to be going back to 
collect fresh supplies and were not 
part of any general pullout. 

The UN peace-keeping operation 
proceeded at slow pace yesterday, 
with only small vanguards moving 
into southern Lebanon. The only 
troops who took up positions near the 
cease-fire line adjacent to the Litani 
River were those from iran. But 
these passed the day yesterday do- 
ing stretcher drill. 

Other troops from Sweden, 
Norway and France were 
meanwhile reported to be on their 
way to the area. Over 200 French 
troops, who arrived in Beirut yester- 
day morning. were said τὸ be 
awaiting orders to move south 
around the coastal salient surroun- 
ding Tyre. They are the first batch of 
@ 600-strong French force from the 
battle-teated Third Marine Infantry 
Parachute Regiment. 

Some reports said that the French 
were waiting while their jeeps and 
lorries, flown with them in a fleet of 
18 aireraft, were painted UN-white. 
Other reports said they would not 
move until their heavy equipment, 
armoured personnel carriers and 
helicopters arrived by see — in four 
or five days time. 

What the UN did establish was

Pilot ejects as Skyhawk

TEL AVIV. — Α Skyhawk of the 
Isrde] Air Force exploded in mid-alr 
north of Te) Aviv yesterday mor- 
ning, but the pilot managed to eject 
clear and suffered only minor in- 
juries. 

He was taken to the Meir hospital 
in Kfar Sava by near-by residents 
who rushed to the scene, and subse- 
quently moved to Tel Hashomer. 

The debris from the U.S.-made 
warplane littered the area between 
Ramat Hasharon and Kfar Sava, 
and police closed part of the Geha 
highway while cleaning up was in 
progress. 

The aircraft fell in an dpen area, 
and there were no immediate 
reports of any casualties or damage 
to property. 

The Army spokesman declined to 
give any further details except tosay. 
the plane had been on routine 
manoeuvres. It is expected that the 
Air Force will issue a report on the 
cause of the explosion after com- 
Pleting an investigation.

WASHINGTON, — Prime 
Miaister Menahem Begin 
yesterday defended his original 


peace proposals and maintained 
that they still constitute a basis 
for negotiations, 

In contrast to his previous 
visita to Washington for taiks 
with President Jimmy Carter 
last July and December, Begin 
told Israeli newamen that “I 
cannot say that there was 
Progress” this time. However, 
he declared that the possibilities 
for negotiations are not closed. 

“The government of Israel wants 
Peace negotiations to move ahead at 
ἃ speedy pace. We don't want a 
stalemate or procrastination,’ he 
said. 

Meanwhile. White House press 
secretary Jody Powell told 
reporters: ‘It's not our view the 
peace process as a whole is at an 
end.'’ He sald it would be 
“premature apeculation"' now to say 
what Carter will do next. 

at the press conference Begin held 
at Blair House before his departure 
for New York, the Prime Minister 
reported agreement with Carter that 
this week's talks had been useful in 
claritying positions on the Middle 
East conflict. He said there were 
some areas of agreement. But, he 
said, where there were dis- 
agreements, they were ‘'very 
sharp."" 

Begin revealed that the U.S. had 
not published the anticipated state- 
ment following the conclusion of his 
talks with Carter because the 
Israelis wanted to include a 
sentence outlining Israel's position. 
The administration apparently 
decided that in the wake of Israel's 
request, {t would not publish any 
statement, he sald. Begin explained 
that the draft of the statement had 
not been approved by Israel because 
it did not Include Israel’s position, 

Begin indicated to the newsmen 
that he plans to rally the American 
Jewish community behind the 
Israeli peace plan as it stands. In 
New York he was scheduled to meet 


“The current crisis in Israeli- 
American relations is not the worst 
we have known,” Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan declared yesterday at 
Ben-Gurion Airport on his return 
from talks in the U.S. 

“You cannot possibly compare it 
to the crisis created when {former 
Prime Minister: David Ben-Gurion 
hed to withdraw from Sinai tin 
1950),'" ne said. “That was very 
much worse. Thia time there has not 
been the slightest hint of any 
Pressure on Israel, whereas in 1956 
the pressure was accompanied by 
threats."* 

The Foreign Minister said he had 
come home early because the talks 
in Washington had ended on Wednes- 
day afternoon. He sald that Prime 
Minister Begin had held informal 
meetings with the Conference of

Begin says his peace plan is 
still a basis for negotiations 


yesterday afternoon with an eatl- 
mated 700 Jewish leaders from 
across the country before ieaving for 
Israel. He is due to arrive home to- 
day. 

In his speech yesterday to the 
National Presa Club, Begin sald that 
both Carter and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance had praised his 
proposals for peace when he outlined 
them in December. He sald Carter 
had described the proposals for 
autonomy in the Weat Bank as "ἃ 
long step forward,” and Vance had 
termed them ‘‘a notable con- 
tribution." 

“It ls with deep sorrow that I tel! 
you that, at a certain moment in re- 
cent wecks, these good words of the 
past suddeniv disappeared from: the 
lexicon,’ Begin said. 

He appealed to American falr play 
in demanding a change in 
Washington's stand. 

“Can such ar objection te a plan 
that had been publicly and positively 
appreciated be enough to turn right 
Into wrong? Fiexibility into inflex- 
ibilltv? Fafr into unfair? Indeed 
fairness and justice demand a 
differer: posture and I appeal to 
American fairness now.” he sald. 

His preas club addreas inciuded his 
original 26-point Judee-Samaria 
plan, as well as proposals to return 
sovereignty over Sinai to Egypt. He 
called for a revival! of the spirit of his 
two encounters with Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat and sald that the 
resumption of the talks with Egypt 
“is a possibility." 

The Premier handled questions at 
the Press Club with ease and 
humour, winning applause from the 
large number of newsmen present. 

When he briefed Israeli newsmen, 
Begin stressed that Sadat had ight- 
fully received credit for his visit to 
Jerusalem, but that Israel had not 
received the credit it deserved for in- 
viting Sadat to Jerusalem and for its 
subsequent peace proposals. 

He told the Israeli newamen that 
he does not plan to bring new 
proposals before the cabinet, 

In his first public interview yester- 
day after his talks with Carter, 
Begin told the Nationa! Broad- 
casting Company that he would rep- 
ty on his return to Israel to 2 second

MERTHYR TYDFIL, Wales 
(Reuter). — Arabs, who have been 
snapping up some of Britain's fan- 
ciest property and stately homes, 
now seem to be developing a passion 
for chocolate Easter eggs. 

A chocolate manufacturer in south 
Wales has been inundated with 
orders for millions of eggs from

The order for 3.5m. packs, worth

strong recommendation that once 
opened the eggs be eaten promptly 
lest they meit. 


India to repeal 
security law 


NEW DELHI (ΡῈ). — India an- 
nounced yesterday that it will repeal 
ar act that gave the government, 
power to imprison a person without 
trial for up to two years. 

The Maintenance of Internal 
Security Act, known as MISA, was 
passed by Parliament three years 
ago during former prime minister 
Indira Gandhi's 21-month emergen- 
cy rule. It waa used by Mrs. Gandhi 
to arrest an estimated 50,000 
political foes, including current 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai. 

Home Minister Charan Singh an- 
nounced In Parliament that the 
government wiil soon bring forward 
legislation to repeal the act. 


Indian threat over 
U.S. nuclear plant 


NEW DELHI (UPI). — India said 
yesterday that it is prepared to shut 
down a U.S.-bullt nuclear plant near 
Bombay rather than yield to 
American preasure to sign the 
nuclear non-proliferation treaty. 

Prime Minister Morarji Desai told 
parliament, “I will strain every 
nerve to see that Tarapur (the 
nuclear power station near Bormbay) 
does not close. But if it is necessary 
for the self-respect of the country, 1 
will close 11."

Soviets will try 


Sakharov 


if he demonstrates again 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Dissident leader 
Andrei Sakharov said yesterday that 
the authorities have warned him that 
he had violated the law by holding a 
Public demonstration earlier this 
month, and would be prosecuted if it 
happens again. 

Sakharov, 56, was summoned to 
the city prosecutor’s office in con- 
‘nection with a March 12 demonstra- 
tion involving himself and other dis- 
sidents protesting Kremlin support 
for the PLO. 

The Nobel Peace Prize laureate 


“said V.V. Nesterov, Moscow's depu- 


ty chief prosecutor, had accused him 
of committing ‘'a crude violation of 
public order.'" He said the 
Prosecutor charged that he had 
provoked other citizens to break the 
law with his “actions bordering on 
hooliganism." 


The prosecutor then warned 
Sakharov that he would face 
prosecution if such a demonstration 
were held again. Sakharov said he 
replied that he did not believe he had 
committed an iilegal act but was in- 
terrupted by the prosecutor, who 
asked if he understood his warning. 

The demonstration near the 
Kremlin, which followed a visit to 
the Soviet Union by an Arab delega- 
tion, had protested the PLO terror 
raid in Israel that killed nearly 40 
persons. 

Bystanders quickly broke up the 
demonstration and burned the 
placards of the protestors. 

Sakharov has received two 
previous warnings from the state 
prosecutor's office in the last five 
years in connection with his dissi- 
dent activity. ᾿ 


Princess Margaret called ‘parasite’ 


LONDON (AP). — Anti-Monarchist 
Labour legislator Dennis Canavan 
caused a House of Commons uproar 
yesterday when he called Princess 
Margaret a “parasite."" The Speaker 
of the House, George Thomas, up- 
holding an old Commons rule forbid- 
ding criticism by name of members 
of the Roval family, sternly told him 
to withdraw his "derogatory 
remarks." ᾿ 

Princess Margaret, Queen 
Elizabeth's 47-year-old sister and 
now only sixth In succession to the 
throne, has drawn mourting 


criticism in London newspapers 
recently for her friendship with 30- 
year-old Roddy Liewellyn and their 
frequent trips to the Caribbean 
island of Mustique. 


In the Commons yesterday, 
Canavan used a formal question to 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Denis 
Healey to mask his criticism. ‘Will 
the Chancelior,"” he asked, “stop all 
unnecessary spending for the un- 
derprivileged. including the £1,000 
{IL31,000) a week we give to ἃ 
parasite like Princess Margaret?"

RIMALT MADE his mark in the 
Genera] Zionist Party, especially 
after defeating such veteran leaders 
as Israe] Rokach and Avraham 
Krinitei and forming a Histadrut fac- 
tion. He proved himself a tough 
political fighter, both within the par- 
ty and as leader of the non-Socialist 
minority faction in the Histadrut.

THIS WEEK we saw some curious 
examples of how the camera can dis- 


welcoming the Israeli troops as 
Mberators. 
‘Those of us who also watched Jor- 
dan saw completely different pic- 
tures, obtained by Jordan from in- 
ternational agencies, and 
presumably shown around the 
world. Thus Jack Reynolds of NBC 
presented villagers fleeing with their 
pitiful possessions from a merciless 
pounding with high explosives, aim- 
ed at targets which from that side 
seemed to have no military value 
whatsoever.

Much the same thing happened 
during the war of attrition in Syria in 
1974. T remember being picked up then 
in Tel Aviv by a taxi-driver who 
told me with considerable bewilder- 
ment that he had just got back from 
days of intense fighting, and was go- 
ing home, after getting back his tacd; 
he was astonished to find Tel Aviv 
apparently indifferent to the intense 
experiences he had been having, and 
the dangers to which he had been ex- 
posed.

On a deeper level, the at- 
titude may reflect a growing suspi- 
clon that no wars, however vic- 
torious we may be, will ever solve 
our problems,

Sharon region 
is short about

An additional 3,000 workers — 
many of them women — will be need- 
ed by business firms in the southern 
Sharon region within the next half- 
year, Shmuel Segal, director of the 
district employment service 
reported yesterday.

There were "ἃ few" layoffs in the 
southern Sharon region last month, 
but other jobs were soon found for 
the idled workers, Segal said.

TEL AVIV. — The highly critical 
analysis of Dr. Yehuda Shenhav of 
Israel's life insurance companies, 
submitted to the Knesset a month 
ago, wag Wednesday torn apart, 
Paragraph by paragraph, by the 
Association of Life Insurance Com- 

panies. 

Avraham Rami Taiber, chairman 
of the Association and head of Zion 
Insurance, told the press, reading 
from a report being submitted to the 
Knesset, that Dr. Shenhav's analysis 
was “superficial, tendentious, and 
irresponsible. Part of his 
calculations are not substantiated 
and part are not correct from an ac- 
tuarial viewpoint. The report con- 
tains personal remarks which are 
not based on facts and the con- 
1 clusions drawn are not objective." 

Tatber, selecting one example, 
noted that Dr. Shenhav's charge that 
insurance company agents earn 14 
per cent of the premiums was “‘bas- 
ed on a simplistic method of 
calculation." 


The truth was, Taiber said, that 
Israel was a young country in the life 
insurance field and the relation 
between agents’ fees and premiums 
had to be considered in this light. An 
agent indeed did pick 50 per cent of 
the first year's premium, but in sub- 
sequent years it was only six per 
cent 


“The agent's cut in a newly-form- 
ed insurance company, in existence 
only a few years, would appear very 
high, but in regard to the premiums 
held by a veteran policy holder 
belonging to a company which was 
not writing any more life insurance 
Policies, the agent's fees would be 
very low, only slightly above six per’ 
cent. We must take 2 long-range and 
not a short-range view to reach a 
true representative figure,"" he said. 

Taiber added that if this Yong- 
range view was taken, the agent's 
cut dropped to an average of ten per 
cent, which was ‘‘about the same as 
in the U.S., which Dr. Shenhav holds 
up as a model." 

Taiber also rejected claims that 50 
per cent of the premiums ‘go for 
agents’ fees, administrative costs 
and profits. The figure is much 
closer to 30 per cent — about the 
same as in the U.S."" 

He also took Shenhav to task for 
claiming that “war risks” were a 
“profit” category. “Ηρ paid out 


1L.140m. for the Yom Kippur War -- 
and it is hard to see where war risks 
are profits."

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Reassment at home ᾿ 


FOREIGN MINISTER Dayan returned home yesterday from 
the talks he and Prime Minister Begin held with President 
Carter to declare that the present confrontation with the U.S. 
was not the worst Israel has had to weather: the threata of the 
Eisenhower-Dulles team in 1956 and the “ reap- 
praisal’’ of the Ford-Kissinger duo in 1975, were worse, he 
thought. 

Both of Mr. Dayan's examples are horrendous: in each case 
Israel] caved in entirely to America’s demands; within a few 
days in 1956 and within five months in 1975. 

In a number of ways, however, the terms of the present con- 
frontation with the U.S. Administration are less sanguine for 
Israel than were those of the previous collisions. We are today 

- infinitely more dependent on the U.8., militarily, politically and 
economically; and the U.S. is infinitely more dependent on Arab 
oil and on the disposition of Arab oil wealth. Moreover, the pre-_ 
sent U.S. Administration is more sophisticated in its application 
of insidious pressure than were Eisenhower and Dulles, 
although this comparison would not hold true for the Kissinger 
pe 7 

Thus, it would be incorrect to expect any immediate cut in 
military and economic aid, although America’s performance at 
last weekend’s Security Council debate on the Lebanese issue 
should be a warning of what to expect. 

Insidious pressure can be expected to mount after a few 
weeks of grace during which, the Americans hope, the Israeli 
political scene will sort itself out sufficiently to compel Mr. 
Begin to give in to their blandishments on Resolution 242 and the 
Aswan formula, or to have Mr. Begin replaced by ἃ more 
forthcoming Premier. 

Much rethinking and soul searching will be necessary after 
the Prime Minister returns. The government will have to recon- 
sider its position on the arms package the Carter Administra- 
tion is determined to push through the Congress, linking already 
promised F-15's to Israel with a determination to become a ma- 
jor arms supplier to Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

The government has opposed this linkage, but not with com- 
plete zeal, because it has not wanted to jeopardize the supply of 
planes to Israel. Yet if the Administration is intent on pushing 
Israel into unacceptable positions, perhaps Mr. Begin should en- 
courage those in the Congress, who are critical of the package 
deal, by rejecting it outright. 

The greatest difficulty entailed in confronting the Carter Ad- 
ministration lies in the paradoxical fact that the President 
wishes Israel no ill. To the contrary, his is a moralistic and 
moralizing Administration which, ineptly, seems to have been 
swayed by George Ball's slogan of ‘Saving Israel Despite 
Herself." 

It is difficult to confront such well-meaning, though 
sometimes misguided friends, yet not impossible. However, a 
completely different order of leadership and governmental 
effectiveness and coordination will be needed at home in order 
to bridge the gulfs that have developed. 

Before leaving for the U.S. the Prime Minister spoke of the 
need to restore order into his unruly government. The task 
which awaits him upon his return has now eS socania even larger. 
Not only must be put order into his government, he must also 

reassess his own.performance and rethink his policies if com- 

plete political deadlock with the U.S. and Egypt is to be 
prevented.

American officials, on the other 
hand, were much less motivated to 
paint a rosy picture. 

They described the talks as

customary “constructive” or “‘fruit- 
ful’ to ‘characterize the two days of 
intensive sessions between the Presi- 
dent, the Prime Minister and their 
advisers.

THERE CAN BE little doubt that 
this was not Mr. Begin's week.
